It ought to sect about the performance of this act in a prudent, 
careful and businesslike manner, permitting on the one hand, no un- | 
necessary delay, nor embarking, on the other hard, upon this important | 
matter without careful deliberation. Any circumstances ‘indicating- ~~ 
urgency brought to the town's attention by the Commission are pertinent ~ 
for consideration. Reference should bo had, too, to the delays inherent 
4n the statutory proceedings, as, for example, the fifteen days notice . 
requirement of RSA 424;7, I. Allowance should be made as well for the © 
time required to formulate the appropriate regulations. 

You inquire next whether the vuiniividens at 
which the Commission is authorized to promulgate if the municipality fail» 
to act within a reasonable time, RSA 42435, V, supra, must be enacted in:
